Final disposition by the City 
Council of the Central Avenue 
improvement project is scheduled 
for 7:30 o’clock next Wednesday 
evening at the City Hall. Engin¬ 
eer Henry Gierlich announced 
yesterday that while he has not 
been able to complete his check¬ 
up of the acreage represented by 
signers to petitions protesting 
against the improvement there was 
little doubt but that it would be 
completed in time for the Coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

This check being carried on by 
engineers under Mr. Gierlich will 
probably be responsible for a ra¬ 
dical revision in assessments of 
large property holdings in Sierra 
Madre by the county assessors 
next year, it having been re¬ 
vealed that assessments on some 
of the acreage here are being 
made on faulty property lines and 
surveys. Correction of the prop¬ 
erty lines, according to engineers, 
will likely show an increased 
area of the city with a corres¬ 
ponding increase in assessable 
valuations. 

It is the general belief that the 
Council will not stand on the 
right conferred by the Mattoon 
Act, under which the improve¬ 
ment project was initiated, to dis¬ 
regard any petition by four-fifths 
vote, and that it will not attempt 
to proceed with the undertaking 
if an unmistakable majority of 
the city's area has been signed 
up against it, even though the 
signers should represent very 
much less than a majority of the 
taxpayers. 

Disregard of a petition repre¬ 
senting 51 per cent of the city’s 
acreage undoubtedly would re¬ 
sult in court proceedings which 
would indefinitely delay starting 
the improvement if the Council 
should decide to go ahead with it. 
Notice has been given by oppo¬ 
nents of the project that injunc¬ 
tion proceedings would be resorted 
to under such conditions. 

Opponents of the improvement 
attach much importance to 
statements made to them at the 
City Hall on September 23 to the 
effect that Charles Hastings was 
still in position to block the ex¬ 
tension of Central avenue into 
Pasadena and would do so unless 
the improvement of Central ave¬ 
nue within this city is abandoned 

They asserted that while Mr. 
Hastings had given deeds for the

it will not be possible to put 
through a direct connection be¬ 
tween the cities against his 
wishes. A communication setting 
forth this situation has been sent 
out to property owners here in 
which R. B. Wilson of Pasadena, 
a friend of Mr. Hastings, is 
quoted. Mr. Hastings has been In 
Vancouver for several months. 

There is no indication in a let¬ 
ter from W. W. Butler, attorney 
for Mr. Hastings, conveying deeds 
for the right-of-way through the 
Hastings property, that the 
ranch owner had any idea of in¬ 
dulging in sharp practices when 
he caused deeds to be filed, giv¬ 
ing a right-of-way for Central 
Avenue, or that he had any 
thought other than that the pro¬ 
posed road would directly con¬ 
nect the two cities. 

In a letter dated August 10, 
directed to County Road Super¬ 
intendent George W. Jone3, W. W'. 
Butler wrote: 

“I am handing you herewith a 
deed from Charles Hueston Hast¬ 
ings to the County of Los Ange¬ 
les, for a right of way 60 feet 
wide through his ranch, covering 
the proposed improvement of Cen¬ 
tral Avenue, extending westerly 
from the city of Sierra Madre. . . . 

"It is Mr. Hastings’ under¬ 
standing that the improvement 
will be completed at no expense 
to Mr. Hastings, and without any 
assessment therefore against the 
ranch, as covered by your letter 
of April 10, 1931, addressed to 
the Mayor of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

"It is Mr. Hastings’ under¬ 
standing that the pavement to be 
constructed will be 30 feet in 
width and that the right of way 
through his ranch is to be a por¬ 
tion of a through road to Pasa¬ 
dena. 

"Mr. Hastings, of course, ex¬ 
pects any tree planting which 
may be done by the County to 
be at the County's expense, and 
he wishes to impress upon you 
as strongly as possible the justice 
of his request that a fence and 
six gates be constructed along 
the South side of the roadway 
where required, to discourage in¬ 
trusion by the public on the vine¬ 
yard which will be immediately 
adjacent to the South side of the 
roadway. He directs your atten¬ 
tion to the fact that there is a 
difference between ordinary va¬ 
cant agricultural land and a vine¬ 
yard. "Hie former offers no temp¬ 
tation to the public but the latter 
always does, and he feels that, 
in view of the concessions which 
he has made in the way of un¬ 
derpass and the waiver of the 
securing of deeds from other 
property owners simultaneously 
or in advance, he is entitled to 
this consideration. On the r matter 
f of the fence, we are in a position 
j where we will have to rely large¬ 
ly upon the fair-mindedness of the 
County Officials. 

“The people of Sierra Madre 
; and the County have been ex- 
j ceedingly active in pressing the 
improvement of this road, and 
i now that Mr. Hastings has do- 
1 nated the right of way through 
i his ranch, it is his hope and ex¬ 
pectation that it will be construc- 
j ted and finished at an early date.

The mounta 
ous portion of Los Angeles Cou’ 
consists of approximately 2 
square miles out of a total of 4 
square miles in the County. 

The Los Angeles and San ' 
briel rivers, with their tributary 
have a mountain watershed ol 
square miles, lying at an aver 
elevation of 3680 feet. And w 
is more, the average annual ra 
fall in this watershed is betw 
29 and 30 inches. . 

In a study of the San Gabrie 
the main watershed within 
area—the State Division of Wa 
Resources determined that w 
but 220 square miles of this dr; 
age basin lay within the moun 
area, over 60 per cent of the r 
fall fell on this 128,000 acres 
mountain watershed. The difl 
ence is accounted for by the S 
that the rainfall records of din 
ent stations of valley and mo 
tains show that the rainfall of 
mountain area is over twice 
©f the valley.

Automobiles 

Free Film Tour By Local Ford 
Agency Arranged For 
Next Thursday 

A sound motion picture graphic¬ 
ally portraying the story of the 
Ford Motor Company and its 
widespreed activities will be ex¬ 
hibited free of charge in a special 
Ford exhibit to be held at the 
Sierra Madre Garage of J. Milton 
Stelnberger at 37-45 West Cen¬ 
tral avenue, Thursday, October 
8, at 7:30 p.m. 

The picture, entitled “A Tour 
Through the Ford Factory” will 
show the gathering of raw ma¬ 
terials, their arrival at the Rouge 
Plant in Dearborn, Mich., and the 
numerous stages through which 
they pass in the process of mak¬ 
ing Ford cars and trucks. It is, 
in short, an education in the ex¬ 
tent and meaning of modem 
volume production. 

While an unseen voice explains 
each scene, the audience is taken 
on a tour of the plant, through 
the great blast furnace building 
where ore is converted into iron;

poured, a white hot liquid, into 
molds; into the blooming mill 
where the steel Ingots are made 
Into bars; and into the rolling 
mill in which the long bars of 
white hot steel are reduced to 
I definite sizes.

tates the temporary impounding of 
these flood waters in order that 
they may be held back until the 
run-off of the lower stream chan¬ 
nels has percolated into the soil or 
been carried off by the stream 
channels made available for that 
purpose. To temporarily impound 
this water necessitates the construc¬ 
tion of dams in practically all the 
main mountain watersheds. 

In 1917 a bond issue was voted 
by residents of Los Angeles County 
for the construction of dams in 
San Dimas, Live Oak and Devil’s 
canyons. These have already been 
completed. 

The bond issue for $35,300,000, 
passed in 1924, contemplated among 
other major items the construction 
of the following dams: Thompson 
Creek, Big Dalton Canyon, San 
Gabriel, Sawpit, Big Santa Anita, 
Sierra Madre Canyon, Eaton Can¬ 
yon, Big Tujunga, Pacoima and 
Puddingstone Canyon. It also pro¬ 
vided for check dams in Pickens, 
Dunsmuir and Haines canyons. 
Out of this number, the following 
have been built: Pacoima, Big Dal¬ 
ton, Big Santa Anita, Sawpit, 
Thompson Creek, Sierra Madre 
and Puddingstone. 

There is now under construction 
one dam in Tujunga Canyon which 
will control 62 per cent of the 
drainage area down to Michigan 
Avenue. Likewise that already 
built on the Pacoima and the 
Devil’s Gate Dam will hold back 
the mountain floods originating on 
the headwaters of the Los Angeles 
River. 

The dam on the Big Santa 
Anita will impound 1530 acre feet 
of water draining from an area of 
13 square miles. This particular 
drainage basin is extremely steep 
and short and in the past floods of 
extreme violence have pased down 
the valley between Arcadia and 
Monrovia, doing great damage to 
the rich citrus-growing lands be¬ 
low. The construction of this dam 
will hold back a future flood, per¬ 


mitting its subsequent release rith- 
out damage. The San Dimas .lam, 
with a height of 140 feet from 
bedrock, will impound 1200 acre 
feet, permitting this water to be 
released in such a way as to pre¬ 
vent flood damage and permit its 
maximum use for irrigation of the 
valuable lands lying on its lower 
stretches. The dams on Thompson 
Creek, Live Oak, Big Dalton and 
Sawpit Canyon serve a similar pur¬ 
pose. 

At the present time, within the 
Loe Angeles County Flood Control 
District, twelve dams have been 
completed, controlling flood waters 
from 116.66 square miles or 7.63 
per cent of the total mountain area. 

The major work to be done and, 
in fact, the most costly as well as 
the most important of the entire 
series, ie the control of the San 
Gabriel River, for which it was 
originally intended to construct a 
dam costing in the neighborhood 
of $25,000,000 and impounding 
240,000 acre feet of water, at the 
forks of the San Gabriel River. 
This site was found unsatisfactory 
by State engineers for the con¬ 
struction of a dam of this magni¬ 
tude and the present plan contem¬ 
plate* the building of at least 
three structures—one in the East 
Fork of the San Gabriel, one In the 
West Fork, and one approximately 
one mile below the Forks of tho 
river. Their construction will msks 
possible the control of any flood 
which past history has shown is 
apt to occur, permitting the release 
or the waters in such a way as to 
not only control the rapidity of 
their run-off and remove the prob¬ 
ability of flood damage, but also 
to conserve the water of this main 
drainage area of the Los Angeles 
Basin for use in irrigation and de¬ 
velopment.

CAMP HELD NOT TRUE

Investigation of conditions in 
the work camp in San Gabriel 
canyon where crews of men are 
engaged in clearing sites for the 
three proposed dams has revealed 
nothing to substantiate charges 
made before the county board of 
supervisors by Albert Jaqua, Los 
Angeles workman, according to a 
report of Dr. George H. Roth, as¬ 
sistant county health officer, filed 
with Supervisor Hugh A. That¬ 
cher of Pomona. 

An inquiry wa3 ordered when 
Jaqua appeared before the board 
and charged that food unfit for 
human consumption is provided 
for workmen at the dam sites, 
that living conditions are not 
healthy in the work camp, and 
are treated like convicts. The re¬ 
port compiled by Dr. Roth fol¬ 
lowing investigation at the work 
: camp declares there no grounds 
i for the charges.

And this natural fruit sugar forms 
the major part of its flavor and 
sweetness. So pineapples are allowed 
So ripen beneath Hawaii's sunshine.

Here’s the Recipe 

The ceremony for the wedding of 
these two tropical fruits in a fritter 
that will fairly melt in your mouth 
is as follows: 

Pineapple Banana Fritters: Beat 
one egg well, and add one-fourth cup 
milk, one cup flour, and one and one- 
half teaspoons baking powder, one 
tablespoon confectioner’s sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt and one mashed 
banana. Drain the contents of one 
8 -ounce can of crushed Hawaiian 
pineapple, and add. Drop by spoon¬ 
fuls into deep hot fat, 370 *, and fry 
until brown. Serve sprinkled with 
powdered sugar. This makes from 
twelve to fourteen fritters.
